means whatſhever,to ſupprefſe and 
ſubdue the popiſh and malignant 
 partyanthe ſaid ſeverall counties, 
and to preſerve the peace of the 
Kingdome,according totheofrders 
and declarationsof Parl1ament,and 
that the ſaid inhabirants of the ſard 
ſeveral counties, and every ofthe 
for ſo doing;ſhal beſavedand kept 
harmlefſe by the power andautho- 
rity of Parliament. 

. Andthe faid Lords and Com- 
mons 'taking into their' ſerous 
conſideration, the neceſſity of ap- 
pointing a commander m chiefe, 
over the'Officers;, ' which are or 
ſhall 
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ſhall be raiſed in the Counties a- 
foreſaid, or any of them, for the 
ſervice aforeſaid, in regard that 
by the particular Commiſiions al- 
ready granted to perſons 1n the ſaid 
ſeverall Counties, there 1s not po- 
wer given, to lead Forces out 'of 
their own Counties: It is ordered, 
that the Lord Generall the Earl of 
Efex his Excellency , ſhall be deſi- 


red to grant ſuch commiſſions to 


the Lord Foirefax(in his Excellen- 


cies abſence from the ſaid coun- 


ties) for levying, leading and con- 
ducting, all ſuch Forces as are or 
ſhall be raiſed in the faidl ſeverall 
Counties for the ſervice of the 
Kang and Parliament;, as his faid 
Excellency to himſelfe hath, And 
Likewiſe power to give the ſame. 


Orders and inſtra&tions, for regu-. 


lating 


lating the Suuldiary , which is or 
ſhall be under his commands.ashis 
faid Excellency hath given to his 
Army,and touſe martiall law, to 
compell obedience thereunto as 
occation ſhall require, And alfo 
power and authority to make and 
appoint Collonels, Captaines, and 
other Officers for levying, con- 
duCting, and leading the Forces,as 
he ſhall think fit.
